Aviation history 
is made in Vale as 
the flight ban bites 


ON Wednesday, April 21, 
white vapour trails criss¬ 
crossed the blue skies of the 
Vale as air travel returned 
to normal, but last Sunday 
as darkness fell - with the 
flying ban still in place - 
aviation history was made 
at Cardiff Airport. 

A British Airways 747 test 
flight, bearing chief executive 
Willie Walsh, which had flown 
from Heathrow and 550 miles out 
into the Atlantic, landed in the 
Vale - the only passenger aircraft 
in UK airspace at the time. 

After a six-day flight ban, 
restrictions were lifted by the 
National Air Traffic Services at 
10pm on Tuesday, and passengers 
were being advised to contact air¬ 
lines for information as airports 
struggled to get back to normal

IT IS TIME TO REDEFINE 
THE ISLAND’S FUTURE’ 


P LANS for providing 
tourist accommoda¬ 
tion with a static car¬ 
avan site at Nells Point are 
to be welcomed - so long 
as high environmental 
standards are met and 
much greater imagination 
and flair is used for devel¬ 
oping the rest of the site. 

This is a once-in-a-generation 
opportunity to redefine and trans¬ 
form Barry Island as a tourist 
attraction. 

Assuming a budget hotel, cine¬ 
ma and other leisure facilities are 
catered for in the plans for the 
Eairground and Waterfront sites, 
any criteria for developing the 
Nells Point site must aim to: 


• create iconic family visitor 
attractions; 

• extend the range of all-year 
round and wet weather facilities; 

• provide better facilities for 
the water sport users; 

• extend the range of tourist 
accommodation in the area, such 
as a caravan site; 

• include some residential 
development to provide funding 
for community developments. 

New ideas such as a Sea Life 
centre/aquarium, like the one in 
Tynemouth (a resort very similar 
to Barry, on the outskirts of 
Newcastle) need to be developed 
on the site where they do not take 
up much land, yet provide excel¬ 
lent family entertainment. 

As a resident on the Island, I 


visitors, such as coach trips from 
the West Midlands, who arrive on 
a wet or dull day and there is 
nothing for them to do. 

By making the most of the 
Nells Point site, in conjunction 
with the Eairground and 
Waterfront sites, there is a real 
chance to redefine Barry as a 
year-round, all-weather tourist 
destination to boost the economy 
and transform the image of our 
area.

Questions over conservation 
area cuts in Llantwit Major 


I F anyone is sur¬ 
prised or dis¬ 
turbed by the 
reduction in size of 
the Llantwit Major 
conservation area, 
they have not heard 
or read of state¬ 
ments by the cur¬ 
rent government 
about house-build¬ 
ing on green belts, 
or in the country¬ 
side generally. 

No-one has said why 
this is desirable or nec¬ 
essary. A few weeks 
ago. The GEM pub¬ 
lished a notice from the 
Vale Council on desig¬ 
nation and variation of 
conservation areas. It 
listed 19 areas. 

In 15, the areas had 
been reduced in size. A 
number were altered to 
provide “logical bound¬ 
aries” - exactly the 
opposite of what has 
been done in Llantwit. 


Only one area - 
Broughton - was 
enlarged. 

The cabinet member 
for planning, Coun Jeff 
James, is quoted as say¬ 
ing: “I am satisfied that 
the issues were given an 
extremely fair, open and 
rigorous assessment 
...there was widespread 
consultation.” 

The Llantwit Major 
Local History Society 
has about 200 members, 
and a committee of 20. 
We were sent one copy 
of the draft document, 
so discussion was very 
limited. 

A ‘surgery’ was held 
here for one day, adver¬ 
tised by a small para¬ 
graph in The GEM. 

If there were other 
notices, I have not spo¬ 
ken to anyone who has 
seen one. 

In a meeting with the 
conservation officer, I 
was told that 13 people 
attended, apart from 


councillors and officers. 

According to the Vale 
Council officers, letters 
regarding the reviews in 
Llantwit Major and 
Boverton were sent to 
all residents. 

I know several resi¬ 
dents who were not 
informed. Widespread 
consultation? 

Thanks to pressure 
from local councillors 
and historians, a meet¬ 
ing was held with Vale 
officers. It was quite 
clear that the Vale 
would not budge. The 
decisions had been 
made. 

Who will benefit 


from this reduction in 
protection for our com¬ 
munities, and who will 
lose? Local people, or 
builders and developers, 
as the planning process 
will be less rigorous? 

Last year, a planning 
application to build on 
the site of the old sort¬ 
ing office was rejected, 
partly on the unsuitabili¬ 
ty of the design in a 
conservation area. 

What happens now? 
Do we wait for the elec¬ 
tion and hope for better? 
A plague on both their 
houses.

IN November 1970, 
a group of three 
singing enthusiasts 
distributed hun¬ 
dreds of leaflets 
throughout the Vale 
with the aim of 
starting a male 
voice choir in the 
town of Cowbridge. 

Cowbridge Male 
Voice Choir gave its first 
concert in Cowbridge 
Town Hall with David 
Richards as musical 
director and Sandra 
Williams as accompa¬ 
nist. Sandra has per¬ 
formed in this capacity 
ever since - a remark¬ 
able record of service 
and dedication. 

During the 1970s, the 
young choir grew rapid¬

A DRINK driver 
who caused the 
death of a close 
friend after losing 
control of his car on 
a bend has been sent 
to a young offender 
institution for three- 
and-a-half years 
and disqualified 
from driving for 
five years at Cardiff 
Crown Court.

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GUILTY PLEA TO DRUG POSSESSION 

Teacher is cleared 
of rape allegation 


THE head of Welsh 
at a Bridgend 
Comprehensive 
School has been 
cleared of allega¬ 
tions at Cardiff 
Crown Court that 
he raped a 19-year- 
old woman he met 
at a Southerndown 
pub and supplied 
cocaine. 

But 38-year-odd 
Huw Elystan Davies 
pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing the drug, worth 
about £50, and was 
fined £515. If he fails to 
pay the fine, he will go 
to prison for 14 days. 

Davies, of Bridgend, 
who taught at Brynteg 
Comprehensive School, 
and was also a local 
councillor, and a school 
governor, was awarded 
his defence costs. 

Davies, a man with 
no previous convic¬ 
tions, denied the

charges of rape and sup¬ 
plying cocaine 

Prosecutor Leighton 
Hughes said: “This is 
day six of the trial. The 
jury has heard the entire 
prosecution case, save 
for the evidence of the 
police interviews.” 

He said that he had to 
consider whether the 
available evidence pro¬ 
vided for a realistic 
prospect of a convic¬ 
tion, and was the prose¬ 
cution of the accused in 
the public interest. 

He said he consid¬ 
ered that the evidence 
had changed dramati¬ 
cally and had been 
undermined significant¬ 
ly- 

Therefore, he said, he 
had reached the conclu¬ 
sion that it would be 
inappropriate for the 
prosecution to seek a 
conviction on the evi¬ 


dence available. 

He offered no further 
evidence and Davies 
was formally found not 
guilty. 

It had been claimed 
that Davies met the girl 
in a Southerndown pub 
and she returned with 
him to his home where, 
it is claimed, she was 
raped. 

Davies later told the 
police that he didn’t 
supply her with cocaine 
and she willingly had 
sex with him. 

Judge Stephen 
Hopkinds told Davies: 
“There is a myth that 
cocaine leads to no real 
harm. Nothing could be 
further from the truth.” 

He said it could lead 
to physical and psycho¬ 
logical addiction and 
could cause a personali¬ 
ty disorder: “You were 
at the time of your arrest 


a teacher at Brynteg 
Comprehensive School. 
What a truly dreadful 
example you have set” 

The judge said he 
would be “horrified” to 
learn that his son or 
daughter had been in his 
charge. 

Davies’ reputation, 
he said, was now 
irreparably damaged. 

Defence counsel 
Elwan Evans QC said it 
was a difficult case to 
litigate because of the 
consequences of the 
allegations. 

“He has lost every¬ 
thing,” she said. 

Throughout the case, 
she said his family had 
fully supported him.

From Cwrt-y-Gollen in 
the glorious sun and up to 
Sugar Loaf Mountain 


LEADER Barrie 
Mortimer had a 
surprise when 
cabin fever and the 
promise of a much 
needed sunny day 
brought out 17 
walkers, even 
though they were 
warned they would 
be walking from 
the valley bottom to 
the top of Sugar 
Loaf Mountain. 

This stands at 596 
metres and one keen 
walker (who has walked 
with Barrie before) 
came all the way from 
Lampeter.

years’ old. 

Then the real climb¬ 
ing began as they made 
their way uphill towards 
the wooded Cwm 
Gwenffrwyd, where they 
eagerly stopped for 
some liquid refreshment. 
As they made their way 
further uphill, towering 
above them was their 
intended target. Sugar 
Loaf Mountain, and 
slightly daunted, the 
group stopped for coffee 
just above the cwm. 

By now, the sunshine 
had warmed up the tem¬ 
perature and several 
walkers stopped to unzip 
the bottoms of walking 
trousers to make shorts, 
in an attempt to cool off, 
which hasn’t happened 
for some time! 

A very long and hard 
climb was taken gradu¬ 
ally and eventually the 
group reached the top of 
the mountain.

social justice and equali¬ 
ty underpins our deter¬ 
mination to support our 
Welsh Assembly 
Government universal 
budgets such as conces¬ 
sionary fares. Our con¬ 
cessionary bus travel 
scheme for disabled peo¬ 
ple, their carers and the 
over-60s has more than 
620,000 free Smartcards 
now in circulation. 

This means that more 
than a fifth of the popu¬ 
lation in Wales are able 
to travel free of charge 
at any time of the day. 

A recent review 
demonstrated that the 
scheme continues to pro¬ 
vide value for money 
and we will not be con¬ 
sidering any changes to 
eligibility at this time. 

I also said we have a 
responsibility to look at 
all our public spending 
and put in place meas¬ 
ures to save money, 
including improving the 
way we procure services 
in the public sector. 


To give two exam¬ 
ples, we now have an 
Xchange Wales trading 
hub within procurement, 
and a Public Sector 
Broadband Aggregation 
(PSBA) programme 
within ICT. 

These are technical 
solutions that deliver 
greater efficiency, but 
they can also help in a 
wider range of ways to 
drive better collaboration 
and partnership across 
the public sector, and 
benefit the businesses 
we procure services 
from in the public and 
private sectors. 

We know there are 
many examples of good 
practice in how we 
deliver public services 
across Wales - in hous¬ 
ing, social services and 
health and my message 
to public bodies is that 
they need to ‘adopt or 
justify’ these ways of 
working. 

There is a lot of 
groundbreaking work 


already taking place that 
we all need to learn 
from, especially on 
‘joining up’ services 
around the citizen. 

This is particularly 
important in improving 
services such as access 
to occupational therapy 
and disabled facilities 
grants for disabled peo¬ 
ple to enable them to 
remain independent in 
their own homes. This is 
certainly an issue raised 
regularly in my surgeries 
and on the doorstep. 

We also need to learn 
from the new ways in 
which services are being 
provided across health 
and social care, with a 
great example in the 
Gwent Frailty project, 
which is focused on the 
needs of the frail and 
elderly across five local 
authorities in the Gwent 
area. 

There are many exam¬ 
ples of ‘pooled budgets’ 
across the NHS and 
social services in Wales, 
with ‘joint staff appoint¬ 
ments’ making an 
impact. The key point I 
was making last week 
was the need to involve 
the people who use and 
work in our public serv¬ 
ices to understand what 
works best, and learn 
from their skills and 
experiences. 

I certainly learn a 
great deal from my con¬ 
stituents, and those who 
work at the sharp end in 


our services can also tell 
us what the priorities are 
to enable them to do 
their jobs effectively. 

In Wales, there is 
strong enduring support 
for our public services 
and a desire to protect 
them, but also to 
improve them. We need 
to pull together to get 
the solutions right, as we 
face these difficult times 
for the public purse. 

In his recent book III 
fares the land. Professor 
Tony Judt reminds us 
that ‘We take for granted 
the institutions, legisla¬ 
tion, services and rights 
that we have inherited 
from the great age of 
20th Century reform’. 

The NHS is the great¬ 
est testament to those 
reforms and with the sun 
shining over King’s 
Square last Saturday, the 
203 Welsh Field 
Hospital Volunteers 
received a warm wel¬ 
come from the crowds,

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Can you have a 
‘healthy’ divorce? 


DURING a divorce it feels like 
everything is changing: your 
home life, daily routine, and, 
even your sense of identity. 

It’s a time of emotional, financial and 
practical upheaval.You need to make impor¬ 
tant decisions, often when you feel least able 
to.And you may be continuing to work, care 
for children and generally doing your best to 
carry on as normal. 

In this difficult situation, is it 
possible to have a ‘healthy’ 
divorce? Kathryn McTaggart of 
family solicitors Woolley & Co 
suggests it is, by following this 
four point plan: 

1. Revenge...A dish best 
left out of legal proceed¬ 
ings. 

The law is, above all things, 
practical and dispassionate. 

Keep looking at the bigger pic¬ 
ture. If your ex is being com¬ 
pletely unreasonable, resist the 
temptation to stoop to their level. 

Trust your family lawyer to be firm 
where necessary and let them know if you 
feel bullied or powerless so they can 
redress the balance fairly. Don’t underesti¬ 
mate the satisfaction that will come when 
you look back in the knowledge that you 
behaved with restraint and dignity. 
Sometimes the best ‘revenge’ is showing 
someone how far you have moved on. 

2. Keep It civil, for the sake of the 
children. 

Separating couples may agree on very lit¬ 
tle, but they both want the best for their 



children.Accepting that you have an ongoing 
relationship with your child’s other parent 
helps. 

Keep children informed, jointly if possi¬ 
ble, in an age appropriate way and give them 
lots of reassurance. Just because children 
are not physically in the middle of an argu¬ 
ment, it does not mean that they are not 
feeling its effects. They need both of you at 
this time more than ever. 

3. Why can’t they just 
move on? 

Divorcing spouses go 
through different stages, 
including denial, anger, bargain¬ 
ing, depression and acceptance. 
Whilst you may have been 
planning to leave your spouse 
for some time they may not 
I have had time to come to 
terms with what living without 
you will mean.Trust his or her 
I lawyer, together with your ex’s 
family and friends, to move 
things along. Forcing the pace is 
often counterproductive and costly. 

4. Forget the stiff upper lip 
(sometimes). 

Don’t be afraid to ask for support from 
friends, family, your doctor, church, a divorce 
coach or counsellor if you are struggling. 

It is natural to feel angry, out of control, 
disappointed, hurt and resentful but clear 
heads make better decisions. Your family 
lawyer will be experienced in working with 
you whilst you experience these emotions 
but he or she will not be a trained counsel¬ 
lor. Make sure you get the best legal and 
emotional advice you can.

LOCAL Trading 
Standards officers 
are investigating 
complaints by resi¬ 
dents that they 
were misled into 
spending thousands 
of pounds at one- 
day sales events. 

One resident claimed 
she was offered a special 
price of £1 for a china 
dinner set by a company 
only for it to be raised to 
almost £3,000 after¬ 
wards to have it person¬ 
alised. 

She said: “I was 
cold-called on the tele¬ 
phone by a company 
who said they would be 
at a local hotel venue, 
selling for one day only, 
and asked me if Fd like 
to attend. 

“When I attended, 
they were very profes¬ 
sional and persuasive. I 
ended up buying the 
goods and agreeing to 
have them engraved with 
my initials. The compa¬ 


ny said I could still can¬ 
cel within seven days if I 
changed my mind. 

“As soon as I got 
home, I had a bad feel¬ 
ing so decided to cancel 
but the company refused 
saying they’d already 
started to personalise the 
goods, even though it 
was within the seven- 
day cooling off period, 
and I would have to pay 
the full £3,000. 

“Fm not the sort of 
person to be tricked easi¬ 
ly, but the company 
managed to mislead me, 
convincing me to sign 
up to something I didn’t 
want because it seemed 


like such a bargain.” 

Vale principal trading 
officer Simon Wilkinson 
urged people to be very 
careful of sales events 
operating on a ‘here 
today and gone tomor¬ 
row’ basis. 

“If it sounds too good 
to be true, it probably is, 
so don't part with your 
money or sign docu¬ 
ments on the spur of the 
moment,” he said.

Army medics who 
have served in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, 
marched through 
Barry last Saturday 
when they were 
given the Freedom 
of the Vale. 

The Cardiff-based 203 
Welsh Field Hospital 
(Volunteers) is the only 
Territorial Army medical 
unit in the Principality, 
and its personnel are all 
part-time volunteers.

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Cemetery Junction 
is one stop that is 
worth getting off at! 


I T seems that 
Ricky Gervais is 
developing 
something of a chip 
on his shoulder. 

The comedian has 
parlayed the success of 
The Ojfice into very real 
celebrity; yet as his pro¬ 
file has increased, it 
seems his comedy has 
lessened, best case in 
point being the run of 
mill The Invention of 
Lying, Gervais’ first star¬ 
ring vehicle, which 
failed to set cinemas 
alight. 

However, Gervais’ 
latest film sees him tak¬ 
ing both the co-writing 
and directing duties with 
Stephen Merchant, the 
co-conspirator of both 
The Office and Extras, 
and changes tack from 
comedy to something a 
bit more dramatic in 
Cemetery Junction. 

The film tells the 
story of three teenagers, 
Freddie (Christian 
Cooke), Bruce (Tom 
Hughes) and Snork (Jack 
DoolanX whose lives 
consist of the general 
drudgery of small towns 
in the 1970s. 

However, when 
Freddie takes a job sell¬ 
ing insurance, under the 
watchful eye of Mr 
Kendrick (Ralph 
Fiennes) and Mike 
Ramsay (Matthew 
Goode), the trio’s friend¬ 
ship is tested as they dis¬ 
cover growing up is 
more painful than they 
thought... 

Seeing in big letters 
‘Written and directed by 
Ricky Gervais and 
Stephen Merchant’ may 
mislead some people 
into expecting either a 
full-on comedy or, for 
those less keen on the 
Gervais brand, a two- 
hour smug-fest of come¬ 
dians he knows. 

Cemetery Junction, 
however, is a film that 
skirts closer to the 
British films of the early 
1960s {Saturday Night, 
Sunday Morning and 
Billy Liar being stylistic 
reference points) than it 
does the work of 
Gervais’ idols such as 
Woody Allen and, cou¬ 
pled with a touch of the 
pair’s typical humour, 
makes for a hugely 
worthwhile viewing 
experience. 

The idea for the film 
has been floating around 
ever since Gervais and 
Merchant wrapped up 
The Office, initially as a 
follow-up sitcom, and it 
is clear that time and 
effort went into the 
script; the characters, by 
and large, are sha^ly 
drawn, and there is a 
real sense of the pair 
showing there is more to 
their writing than come¬ 
dy but never straying too 
far from their roots. 

The film is replete 
with their brand of one- 
liners, the film never 
less than hugely amus¬ 
ing, while one or two 
set-ups are hilarious, 
under-pinned with a 
cringeworthiness not 
seen since the days of 
Wemham Hogg. 


They also nail the 
characters superbly well, 
with the three leads per¬ 
fectly realised, giving 
each their own moment, 
yet capturing beautifully 
the carefree attitude of 
the last days of youth 
before life takes over; it 
is a coming-of-age tale 
that doesn’t wear its 
feelings too overtly. 

Meanwhile, the casual 
racism and sexism of the 
day is etched among the 
supporting characters 
with a lightness of 
touch, the mentality of 
the early 1970s being 
reflected through the 
band of characters. 

The pair’s direction is 
similarly strong, captur¬ 
ing the suburban minuti¬ 
ae to perfection. 

While the pair shy 
away from anything too 
technical within their 
direction, they do offer 
up enough clever touch¬ 
es to give the film a cin¬ 
ematic feel, while main¬ 
taining the intimacy of 
the piece. 

With such well-writ- 
ten characters, it is little 
surprise the cast offer up 
such well-tuned per¬ 
formances. 

Christian Cooke 
shows an easy charisma 
and likeability as the 
ambitious Freddie, des¬ 
perate to better himself 
and escape a life of 
working in factories, 
while Tom Hughes is 
mesmeric as the conflict¬ 
ed Bruce, full of pent up 
rage and anger at both 
his situation and his 
father’s perceived failure 
to keep his family 
together. 

Completing the trio is 
Jack Doolan’s comedic 
turn as Snork; unable to 
speak to women, and 
seemingly incapable of 
surviving in social situa¬ 
tions, he is the comedy 
between Cooke and 
Hughes’ more dramatic 
turns. 

As a trio, their chem¬ 
istry is believable, and 
completely engaging. 

The supporting cast 
are well assembled and 
all offer something; from 
Felicity Jones as 
Freddie’s old school 
sweetheart, now engaged 
to Mike Ramsay (a smug 
Matthew Goode) a man 
who wants nothing more

than to be like her father, 
Mr Kendrick (a turn 
from Ralph Fiennes that 
removes the bitter after¬ 
taste of Clash of The 
Titans), to Gervais him¬ 
self, who reins in the 
comedy for a turn that 
has more than hint of 
pathos running through 
it; all the support turns 
are a winner. 

Even British comedy 
perennials such as Julia 
Davies, Steve Speirs and 
Anne Reid are afforded 
opportunities to shine, 
but it is Emily Watson 
who comes closest to 
stealing the show, her 
small but expertly deliv¬ 
ered turn as Mrs 
Kendrick, whose lack of 
attention from her hus¬ 
band is a bitter portent 
of what may come to her 
daughter if she doesn’t 
follow her dreams, light¬ 
ing up the film and high¬ 
lighting the strength in 
depth on show. 

The film’s greatest 
skill, however, is its 
timeless quality. Yes, 
there are nods to the 
period in which it is set, 
but the overall themes 
are timeless, and this 
makes Cemetery 
Junction a film that 
stands up on its own. 

VERDICT-Another 
success story for Ricky 
Gervais and Stephen 
Merchant, Cemetery 
Junction makes for a 
hugely watchable film. 

A strong script and 
performances make this 
a coming-of-age tale 
well worth watching, 
and Cemetery Junction a 
stop well worth getting 
off at. 

Highly recommended.

A high proportion of 
the inmates suffer from 
a very wide range of 
mental problems, addic¬ 
tion to drugs and alco¬ 
hol, and learning diffi¬ 
culties. 

In Steve’s opinion, 
what all prisoners 
require is help to resolve 
their problems. He and 


principal Paul Halstead 
introduced the evening 
with a welcome and 
review of the year. 

Cultural historian, 
writer and broadcaster 
Professor Peter Stead, 
then gave a short talk 
about the history of 
Barry, with special refer¬ 
ence to the importance 
that the town has always 
placed upon education. 

Then it was time to 
turn the spotlight on to 
the 40 learners and 13 
staff members who 
received awards at the 
ceremony. All 45 awards 
were sponsored by local 
and national organisa¬ 
tions, with representa¬ 
tives from these organi¬ 
sations presenting the 
award. The University of 
Wales Institute Cardiff 
(UWIC) was the main 
sponsor of the event. 

The ceremony, hosted
